King Now Equals 
Longest Record . 


OTTAWA, April 20.—(CP)—Wil- 
liam Lyon Mackenzie King return- 
ed to the Commons Monday, the 
7,619th day on which he had been 
Canadian prime minister. 

Recovered from his brief illness, 
Mr. King is expected to be paid 
tribute by all parliamentary parties 
today when he equals the record of 
Sir Robert Walpole in being the 
prime minister of a British Com- 
monwealth country longer than any 
other man. No mention of the oc- 
casion was made in the Commons 
Monday. 

Sir Robert was prime minister of 
Britain for 7,620 days, from April 3, 
1721, to Feb. 11, 1742. Mr. King first 
was elected prime minister of Can- 
ada Dec, 29, 1921, but his leadership

‘May Be Back 


OTTAWA, April 20.—(CP)—The 
cabinet again is _ considering 
whether or not it should 
temporary price ceilings on meat. 

High government sources said the 
whole meat price structure is being 
examined, The Prices Board has 
worked out a series of price ceil- 
ings to be applied should the gov- 
ernment so decide. This would 
be for a limited period only. 


The reason for this review is the’ 


approach of the annual seasonal 
shortage of meat, which is being 
heralded by a drop in livestock 
marketing, However, the shortage 
is not expected to be as acute this 
year as it was last. 

The cabinet decided to reimpose 
ceilings in January, when prices 
stiffened sharply, but the decision 
was not carried out.

It's illegal in Alberta, it’s re- 
quired by law in British Colum- 
bia, but to most Canadians in 
towns and cilies the introduction 
next week-end of daylight time 
will mean the loss of an hour's 
sleep Sunday morning and re- 
adjustment of living and working

dwellers like it. 
Staunch opponents of daylight

The result often is con- 
fusion when people travel be- 
tween daylight time and standard 
time areas, 

The largest region to reject 
daylight time is Alberta. Its legis- 
lature at the last session passed 
a jaw prohibiting daylight saving 
time in the province unless the 
time change is adopted on a na- 
tional seale or in agreement with 
two or more provinces such a3 
neighboring British Columbia and 
Saskatchewan

OTTAWA, April 20.—(CP)—The special prices com- 
mittee Monday strayed from the causes of higher meat

It 
was presented by Stewart Brown, 
president, and E, M. Bateman, sec- 
retary of the association.

The civic administration, in the langu- 
age of the Decalogue, cannot be held guilt- 
less in the matter of floods that have pour- 
ed two to three feet of water into 
homes

Too many people 
haye been unable to grasp, apparently, 
the magnitude of Edmonton’s growth and 
her potentialities for growth in the future. 

That is why Edmonton people still 
put up with the incredibly poor roads and 
sidewalks and unspeakable sewers that 
either cannot or are not made to carry 
off the aqueous proceeds of a spring thaw. 

It is true that new sewers are project- 
ed in Edmonton, But a projected sewer 
pipe will not carry off flood water. 

The damage from this flooding will 
ten of thousands of dollars.

The indoctrination of a child is

In other words, the indoctrina 


tion of children is the process of 
making them ignorant bigots. 


Two Kinds Of 


Education 

As has been pointed out in the 
editorial columns of this news 
paper many times, there are two 
distinct kinds of education 

There is primary education 


which purports to give the child 
a general background knowledge 
of life and of those arts and 
sciences which enable him to 
make his way in life 

Under this heading come all 
the common public school sub- 
jects such as matnematics, lan- 
guage, history, geography and 
elementary socia| studies, With 
the acquisition of this general 
background knowledge, the child 
becomes able to understand 
something of the world around 
him, He becomes able, or should 
become able, to make intelligent 
choices in the matter of a trade 
or profession, of political and 
economic beliefs and even, pos- 
sibly, of the various religious 
views that he may accept as his 
own 

The very essence of primary 


education is the freedom of 
choice. It does not make judg- 
ments for the child It merely 


equips him to make his own judg- 
ments, 

Secondary or specialized educa- 
tion is a different thing. By this 
time, the young man has made 
his choice anfl has formed his 
opinions, He proceeds with spe- 
cialized training along the lines 
he has chosen. This secondary 
education is, if you like, a form 
of indoctrination 


Plunging Child 
Into Slavery 


Indoctrination, 


such as was 
practised in this Communist 
schoo} in Montreal, plunges the 
child into a form of secondary 
education without giving him the 
essential background of primary 


education 

If the subject matter of his in- 
doctrination is based on fallacies 
and untruths, so much the worse 
The graduates of Hitler's schools 
offer revolting examples of that 
sort of thing 

But the indoctrination of chil- 
dren even ip wholesome and use- 
ful subjects is a vicious thing, 


first, because it eliminates free- 
dom of choice and, secondly, be- 
Cause jt creates one-sided and ill- 
balanced lives. 

It turns off all the lamps of 
learning but one, 

It fastens upon the shoulders of 
a child the yoke of slavery to a 
single idea. 


Abandoning 
Education 


Suppose we should decide in 
this country to abandon the prin- 
ciple of education in favor of 
indoctrination, as Was done in 
Hitler's Germany and as is done, 
presumably, in modern Russia, 

And suppose Our process of in- 
doctrination was not political at 
all but merely professional. 

A father would look upon his 
new-born son and say, “He is go- 
ing to be a lawyer” or, “He is 
going to be a doctor.” 

From the time that child 
achieved an intelligent conscious- 
ness of his surroundings, he 
would be stuffed with the knowl-

In Background

deny that these are days when 
responsible persons everywhere 
must not only be awake and on 
the watch, but in action.

Less than three years ago the 
representatives of over fifty 
nations met together and signed 
their countries’ pledge to protect 
human rights and to preserve

Human rights have been push- 
ed into the background and in- 
stead of peace men are occupied 
with plans for war. All this comes 
about through the misuse of 
privilege and of wealth 

Let us not be deceived. 

The first step towards desirable 
peace is respect for boundaries— 
respect for the thus-far-and-no- 
further policy that governs every 
honorable agreement,

Before the United States Con- 
gress are 31 bills which, in one 
way or another, are calculated 
to deal with the abuse of the veto 
power whereby Russia has been 
hamstringing the United Nations. 

All these proposals provide for 
a revision of the UN charter, 
however, at least a couple of 
them are so framed that the pres- 
ent one could be allowed to 
rumble along while the anti-Red 
Democracies formed a new or- 
ganization free of Soviet inter- 
ference, 

These bills are concrete evi- 
dence of a strong sentiment for 
some action against promiscuous 
use if the veto. Moreover in the 
UN membership itself we find 
Australia—a big opponent of the 
veto—and Argentina leading a 
group of small powers to revise 
the charter in this respect. 

The veto right is accorded the 
big five—the United States, Rus- 
sia, Britain, France and China— 
in the security council, which 
alone can impose sanctions, Thus 
far the Muscovites have used this 
all-powerful weapon 23 times, 
whereas France is the only other 
power to resort to it. She has 
used it twice. 

Revision of the veto provision 
would, of course, be a ticklish 
undertaking. The United States 
insisted on establishment of the 
veto as a protection against im 
pingement on sovereignty, and 
there has been no sign that the 
U.S. would agree to elimination. 
however the U.S, has indicated 
that it would like to disregard 
the veto except for fundamentals 
affecting sovereignty. Russia 
naturally wants to retain it in 


toto, ahd in fact undoubtedly 
would employ it against charter 
revision. 

This being the case, where do 
we turn for relief? Well, it 
strikes me that perhaps the situa- 
tion is rapidly being taken care 
of by the recent creation of inter- 
national organizations within the 
democratic bloc. 

These organizations are tacit 
recognition that there are in 
truth “two worlds’—the demo- 
cratic and the totalitarian com- 
munistic. It would be amazingly 
stupid not to recognize this when 
the two blocs are engaged in a 
“cold war” which borders danger- 
ously on the “hot”. The organiza- 
tions to which I refer are these: 

Last September 19 American 
republics met in Rio de Janeiro 
and signed a mutual defence 
treaty ‘for the western hemis- 
phere.

nomic co-operation. These are 
the countries participating in the 
Marshall Plan, and they include 
Greece and Turkey. 

Now then, co-ordinate these 
various organizations, all of which 
aim at economic rehabilitation 
and defence against aggression, 
and you have a new peace organ- 
ization free of Soviet influence 

It needn't interfere with the 
UN, There's room enough for both,

It points out that the B.N.A. Act

dom of speech, religion, assembly, 
press and association, nor does it 
afford protection for the indivi- 
dual against arbitrary arrest, seiz- 
ure and excessive bail, and other 
like civil liberties and human 
rights. 

“Recent events in Canada and 
throughout the world,” it con 
tinues, “have demonstrated that 
it is desirable that such rights be 
stated with the utmost clarity in 
the written Constitution of Cana- 
da... in order that all men and 
women in Canada shall know 
them and shall feel that their 
rights are secure from interfer- 
ence...” 

So let's face it. A liberal call 
for guarantees of freedom can be 
called “Communist.” In effect, no 
one is safe from that accusation 
as a political or economic weapon.

Already, authorities had announce 
ed that Britain hopes to increase 
her cotton goods exports to Can 
ada by 12% times this year 

For five months, Oct. 1-Feb .9 
the British consumer was allowed 
20 clothing coupons as his ration. A 
man’s suit requires 26 coupons and 
a boy's 11 coupons. A woman must 
give 11 coupons for a wool dress 
and three coupons for full-fashion- 
ed stockings, 

The ration for the six months 
starting March 1 was set at 24 cou- 
pons, but Wilson said the public 
should remember that much greater 
expansion in textile output is need- 
ed to reach export targets for the 
latter months of 1945 

“If it comes to a choice for the 
next ration period between dollars 
and the home ration, I must say 
that we shall have to reduce the 
ration rather than lose dollar earn- 
ings. 

“In short, a very great increase— 
much greater than is now in sight 
—in production is needed in a very 
short time indeed. The greater the 
increase, the less will be the in-

FUTURE CLEARER FOR INDUSTRY 


No Break Is Expecte 
In Commodity Prices 


By The Canadian Press 

A full month of steadily rising 
stock market prices has dispelled 
the heavy gloom that prevailed 
in financial circles only two and 
three months ago. 

The sharp break in the com- 
modity markets of last February 
brought fear that a downward 
price adjustment—generally con- 
sidered inevitable and good for 
the economy—might snowball into 
a serious economic recession, Re- 
ports spread that consumers were 
holding back for further price 
drops; retailers were said re- 
stocking on a day-to-day basis; 
some sections of industry were 
beginning to enlarge special re- 
serves for inventory depreciation. 

The price structure, however, 
did not break. Commodity prices 
held at the lower levels estab- 
lished in mid-February and even 
the securities market, long in a 
special depression of its own, be- 
gan to show firmer tendencies 

Investors began to see a clearer 


future for industry as plans 
crystallized for large-scale rearm- 
ament in the United States, This 
meant not only increcsed orders 
for motors, airplanes, oils, and the 
like but heavy stock-piling of 
strategic metals and other essen- 
tial commodities, At the same 
time the European recovery pro- 
gram took form as it passed 
through Congress and Senate. 

Provision for off-shore  pur- 
chasing under ERP is scheduled 
to supply added boost to Cana- 
dian industrial activity and is ex- 
pected to ease substantially the 
vexing U.S, dollar shortage. An- 
ticipated heavy consumption of 
metals, of which Canada is a 
prime supplier, ig indicated in 
new high prices for lead and 
copper. 

The Wall Street Journal reports 
that the record 17% cents a 
pound for lead put into effect 
two weeks ago already has begun 
to attract large tonnages of for- 


eign metal, Within that period 
Canadian base metal mining 
stocks have shown market price 
increases, Consolidated Mining 
and Smelting Co, Ltd.--a major 
Canadian lead producer—touched 
a new market high for about 20 
years, 

The Italian elections jnfluenced 
markets to a considerable degree 
yesterday, New York and Tor- 
ontg opened on uncertajn trends 
but prices firmed decidedly on 
early returns from Italy. Golds, 
however, continued the down- 
ward move in Toronto and Mont- 
real where industrials and base 
metals closed well ahead for the 
day. London Was steady although 
trading was light. 

New York cottons were strong 
on gaing ranging ag high as $2.35 
a bale, but grains at Chicago ran 
into a mid-session burst of sell- 
ing which kept prices down.
